G-J: Are foods helpful? 


Several months ago I reported on a 
unique drug, Neo40, which has now 
been approved by Health Canada. To 
find out more about Neo40, now available 
in health food stores, I interviewed Dr. 
Nathan Bryan, Professor of Molecular 
Medicine at the University of Texas 
Health Center in Houston and creator 
of the formula. 

G-J: What is Neo40? 

NB: Neo40 is a lozenge that contains 
L-Citrulline, an amino acid derived 
from protein, vitamin C, beet root and 
hawthorn, a potent combination that 
produces nitric oxide. Early in life our 
bodies manufacture large amounts of nitric 
oxide (NO). After age 40 production 
of NO decreases. This sets the stage 
for hypertension, 
kidney dysfunction, 
diabetes, heart 
attack or stroke, 
just to name a few 
major illnesses. It’s 
called the “miracle 
molecule” because 
it helps so many 
diverse problems. 

G-J: Is there science behind its claims? 
NB: The discovery of NO resulted in 
a Nobel Prize for three U.S. scientists and 
now over 130,000 scientific papers 
about this molecule have been published 
in medical literature. NO is produced 
in the inner lining of all blood vessels. 
Lay a single layer of these cells on a flat 
surface and it would occupy a soccer 


field . The cells cause arteries to relax, 
thus lowering blood pressure. But with 
insufficient NO, arteries constrict, 
resulting in hypertension, bringing 
increased pressure in the heart and 
other organs. 

G-J: There must be more to NO than 
the dilation of blood vessels? 

NB: Experiments show that NO 
prevents blood platelets from sticking 
together, decreases plaque formation 
and chronic inflammation in arteries, 
all factors that increase the risk of heart 
attack. Other research shows NO lowers 
triglycerides, bad cholesterol, and 
raises good cholesterol, and it prevents 
bone destruction from osteoclasts. 

G-J: Can NO help the epidemic of 
type 2 diabetes? 

NB: High blood sugar destroys the 
circulatory system and 50 percent of 
diabetes patients die of heart attack. 
Diabetes causes insulin resistance 
which makes it hard for glucose to 
enter cells. Raising NO levels 
helps to control these problems and 
also decreases the risk of diabetic 
ulcers and gangrene of the legs by 
improving blood flow. 

G-J: Does NO help other conditions? 
NB: Many people suffer from glaucoma, 
increased pressure in the eye. This is 
caused by a clogged trabecular mesh- 
work that drains fluid from the eye. 
Hungarian researchers report that NO 
may benefit this problem. 

NB: 27 million Americans also suffer 
from asthma and its inflamed, constricted, 


mucous-clogged airways. Experts 
say it’s due to pollution, allergies and 
stress. Now research at Hammersmith 
Hospital in London, England, reports 
that NO helps to maintain a biochemical 
balance in air passages and that it could 
be helpful in treating inflamed airways. 
Another Dutch study reports that NO 
can calm nerves in tightened airways 
and relax muscles. 

G-J: Can patients increase the production 
of NO by natural means? 

NB: The big problem is that obesity 
decreases NO and 50 percent of the 
population is overweight, so for them 
it’s difficult to increase NO by dietary 
measures. Exercise can also boost NO 
levels, but people with endothelial 
dysfunction don’t produce the same 
amount of NO during exercise as 
healthy people. We know that weight- 
loss surgery can boost NO by as much 
as 40 percent. But this is a radical and 
risky way to lose weight. 


NB: Leafy green vegetables such as 
Kale, Swiss Chard, Arugula, Spinach, 
Chicory, Wild Radish and Bok Choy are 
all high sources of bioactive NO. Dark 
chocolate and wine also increase NO. 

G-J: What about the use of 
supplements? 

NB: Neo40 is the only answer if people 
refuse to change their lifestyle. This 
is one lozenge that must be dissolved 
slowly in the mouth twice a day until 
NO increases and then used once a day. 

G-J: Dr. Bryan, it’s been a pleasure to 
learn of your work at the Institute of 
Molecular Medicine. I’ll consider your 
advice about Bok Choy. But it will be 
difficult to say no to one of your Texas 
steaks!

When Edmonton Police at¬ 
tempted to enter Norman Wal¬ 
ter Raddatz’s house on Monday 
night, they were answered with 
a torrent of gunfire that struck 
two officers and claimed the life 


of Const. Daniel Woodall. 

Edmonton police Chief Rod 
Knecht released new details Tues¬ 
day on the hate crimes investiga¬ 
tion that eventually led to Woo¬ 
dall’s death. Knecht confirmed 
that police believe a body they 
recovered from Raddatz’s bumt- 
out house is that of the suspect. 

Knecht said police are wait¬ 
ing for an autopsy to confirm 
the cause of death. 

“The case that led to last 
night’s events was a lengthy hate- 
crimes file with evidence dating 
back to Feb. 2014,” Knecht said. 
“The online hatred and bullying 
of an Edmonton family had be¬ 
come extreme and the family 
members were increasingly wor¬ 
ried about their personal safety.” 


Eight officers arrived to arrest 
Raddatz, 42, on Monday evening, 
on a charge of criminal harass¬ 
ment, Knecht said. 

After attempting to breach 
the door, gunshots ensued and 
Woodall was hit and killed, he 
said. Sgt. Jason Harley was in¬ 
jured, but has since been re¬ 
leased from hospital. 

Knecht said Harley’s protect¬ 
ive vest stopped bullets. “It’s 
clear that the body armour saved 
his life.” 

Knecht said when the shoot¬ 
ing began, officers were pinned 
down by gunfire for at least 10 
minutes, unable to move or re¬ 
turn fire as bullets streamed 
from the house. 

“We now know that 53 bullet 


holes were found in the house 
and garage across the street from 
the residence. Some of those 
bullets passed right through 
the house, which speaks to 
the power of the weapon be¬ 
ing used.” 

Condolences for the fallen 
officer came in from across the 
country and throughout Ed¬ 
monton. 

Mayor Don Iveson spoke Tues¬ 
day and said it was a devastating 
loss for the community, but more 
importantly for Woodall’s family. 

“As your mayor, I reflect the 
sadness I feel in the commun¬ 
ity, but I feel this most deeply 
as the father of young children,” 
Iveson said, holding back tears. 

He said Woodall represented

“Edmonton is a safe city, be¬ 
cause, by and large, good people 
live here. The veiy bravest and 
best among us step forward to 
become first responders, just like 
Const. Woodall and Sgt. Harley.” 

Alberta Premier Rachel Note- 
ly also expressed her grief in 


a statement released Tuesday. 

“Last evening, I was heart¬ 
broken to learn that an Edmon¬ 
ton police officer, Const. Daniel 
Woodall, lost his life in the line 
of duty. I offer my sincere con¬ 
dolences to his family for their 
devastating loss.” 

Prime Minister Stephen Harp¬ 
er also added his condolences and 
said the shooting was reminder 
of the sacrifice police make. 

“Constable Woodall’s service 
to Edmonton and to Canada 
will be remembered and hon¬ 
oured. We grieve his loss today 
with Alberta and the rest of the 
countiy.”

“Your generous outpouring of 
love for myself and my boys fills 
my heart,” wrote Claire Woodall 
on Twitter Tuesday. “He is my 
hero, our boys’ hero and Edmon¬ 
ton’s newest hero.” 

Claire Woodall is the wife of 
35-year-old Const. Daniel Woo¬ 
dall, the father of two who was 
struck and killed by several 
bullets Monday evening when 
he and seven other officers ap¬ 
proached what was expected to 
be a routine call at a house at 186 
Street and 62A Avenue. 

As Woodall and another offi¬ 
cer attempted to serve an arrest 
warrant, multiple shots were 
fired by the suspect — but it’s 
believed none were fired by po¬ 
lice — with one home across 


the street said to have some 53 
bullet holes, Chief Rod Knecht 
said Tuesday morning. 

Woodall, who served eight 
years with EPS and roughly 
two years with the hate crimes 
unit, was struck and killed at 
the scene. 

He immigrated to Canada 
from England in December 2006, 
having previously served with 
the Greater Manchester Police 
for four years. 

In an email to Metro, Jim 
Faulkner, a detective inspect¬ 
or with the Manchester force, 
said Woodall was an officer who 


jumped into training with en¬ 
thusiasm when he started with 
the police force, just before he 
turned 22 years old. 

“He was a truly ebullient man 
— always volunteering for new 
challenges and experiences,” 
Faulkner wrote. “He was ex¬ 
tremely keen to learn and al¬ 
ways had a smile on his face. He 
would do anything for any of his 
colleagues, eveiy one of whom 
liked him and were sad when he 
decided to leave for Canada. This 
was done purely for the benefit 
of his young family. 

“An appraisal in 2004 recog¬ 


nized his genuine team ethos and 
popularity amongst his peers. I 
can’t really comprehend this has 
happened and I am in shock. It 
really is tragic and my heart and 
thoughts go out to his family and 
colleagues.” 

Woodall’s good nature was 
something that also made him 
well-liked by his peers in primaiy 
and high school, according to 
childhood friend Stu Lally. Woo¬ 
dall and Lally attended primaiy 
and high school in Eccles, a sub¬ 
urb within Manchester bound¬ 
aries. 

“We got along really well. I 
stayed over at his house once 
or twice as kids and we used 
to play tennis a lot,” said Lally 
on the phone from Manchester. 

Lally said Woodall, an only 
child, was an enthusiastic sci-fi 
fan as a kid. Lally lost contact 
with him as the two hit their 
teens but always had fond mem¬ 
ories of Daniel. 

“He was veiy reserved, but (a) 
real nice lad, though. Eveiyone 
bleed him.” 

Claire Woodall, who works for 
102.3 Now! Radio in administra¬ 
tion, and two young boys are left 
behind after Daniel Woodall’s 
death, as are his parents. 


In fight of the death of Const. 
Daniel Woodall Monday even¬ 
ing, people in Edmonton and 
further abroad used social media 
to show their support. 

Almost immediately after the 
news broke, people began using 
#EPSStrong as a social media 
hashtag to keep people informed. 

Edmonton police initially used 
the hashtag to warn people of 
the danger Monday evening, 
but they continued to use it as 
details were released and messa¬ 
ges of condolences to Woodall’s 
family poured in from around 
the world. 

Edmonton police Chief Rod 
Knecht says the support has 
helped officers during what 
many have described as a cha¬ 
otic time. 

“I think it demonstrated the 
support that Canadians and Ed¬ 
montonians hold for their po¬ 
lice,” he said Tuesday. “It helps 
us through this tragedy and it 
helps us understand the value 


of what we do eveiyday.” 

People also showed their sup¬ 
port for the fallen police officer, 
with handfuls of individuals turn¬ 
ing on their porch lights — a 
tradition that extends back to 
1988, when the mother of a fall¬ 
en officer in Philadelphia used 
blue candles to mourn her son 
and others followed suit. 

On Tuesday, coffee and bottles 
of water were delivered to offi¬ 
cers still on scene in the mor¬ 
ning. Pizzas were also delivered 
to officers in different detach¬ 
ments in the city. 

The High Level Bridge was 
to be fit blue Tuesday and Wed¬ 
nesday night in honour of the 
fallen officer.

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Who was Walter Raddatz?

Norman Walter Raddatz, the 
man who police believe shot 
and killed Const. Daniel Woo¬ 
dall Monday night and who they 
believe died in a subsequent 
fire that destroyed his home, 
was facing financial troubles 
and arrest. 

Edmonton police officers 
were at his residence to exe¬ 
cute a warrant for a criminal 
harassment charge, according to 
Chief Rod Knecht. When they ar¬ 
rived, gunfire erupted, and Con¬ 
st. Woodall died on the scene. 

But who was Raddatz? Few 
details have emerged, but those 
that have paint a picture of fi¬ 
nancial woe and a divorce. 

Raddatz’s divorce documents 
show he was married for 16 
years before the relationship 
broke down in 2009. After living 


apart for over a year, he and his 
wife divorced. They had three 
children, aged 21,19 and four. 

At the time of the divorce, 
Raddatz ran his own business, 
North Summit Mechanical, and 
listed his income as $92,000 
a year. 


Neighbour Yan Navadvorski 
said he knew the family well 
and is veiy close with Raddatz’s 
eldest son, Kurtis. 

He said Raddatz was politic¬ 
ally incorrect at times, but never 
set off any red flags. 

“He was a good guy, he 


made jokes all the time, he 
was funny,” Navadvorski said. 

“He did have controversial 
points of view at times, but just 
like anyone else you might talk 
to.” 

Navadvorski said Raddatz 
seemed to dislike government, 


but not in a way that put him 
outside the mainstream. 

“He had his views about gov¬ 
ernment and taxes and stuff 
like that. He sort of hated the 
government, but so does 90 per 
cent of the world.” 

His son Kurtis moved out sev¬ 
eral months ago, leaving Rad¬ 
datz on his own. Navadvorski 
said after this, Raddatz seemed 
to retreat into the home. 

“I would come home and his 
van hadn’t moved,” he said. 
“His son didn’t talk about it at 
all and I didn’t ask about him, 
personally. I just didn’t want 
to go there.” 

Property records obtained by 
Metro show there is a writ for 
$44,172 from the Royal Bank 
against Raddatz’s home and 
that he was facing foreclosure. 

On the online listing for the 
property, the home is identified 
as being under foreclosure, with 
no access for future buyers in¬ 
terested in the property. It also 
says the home will be sold “as 
is where is.” 

Navadvorski said the shoot¬ 
ing has left him and everyone in 
the neighbourhood struggling 
for answers. 

“I don’t know how to react. 
I think it is still all sinking in.” 


^ 3 THINGS TO KNOW 

As details of Monday's 
shooting begin to emerge, 
questions do as well: 

1. How did Raddatz die? 

On Tuesday, an autopsy 
was performed on a body 
pulled from the rubble at 
the scene. Police believe 
the body is that of Nor¬ 
man Raddatz, who owned 
the home. The autopsy 
should confirm Raddatz's 
death as well as establish 
a cause. Edmonton police 
did not return fire during 
the incident. 

2. How did the fire start? 

Not long after the shoot¬ 
ing broke out Monday 
afternoon, a fire started 
in the house that eventu¬ 
ally consumed the whole 
building. Fire officials 
were on the scene Tues¬ 
day combing through the 
rubble, but had not yet 
determined the cause. 

2. When is the memorial? 

Chief Rod Knecht said 
that Const. Daniel Woo¬ 
dall's family were still 
travelling from the U.K. 
and as a result plans for a 
memorial service had yet 
to be worked out. 
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Annual inspections to be 
mandatory for food trucks

30 per cent 
of mobile 
eateries failed 
recent check

The city is hoping to make an¬ 
nual fire inspections manda- 
toiy for all new and existing 
food trucks following a Metro 
story that revealed 30 per cent 
of the vehicles failed random 
fire inspections at a recent 
food event. 

Edmonton spokeswoman 
Shani Gwin confirmed that 30 
per cent of the food trucks at 
the May 23 What the Truck?! 
event, held at Churchill Square, 
failed random fire inspections. 
“They were not in compliance 
with the Alberta Fire Code,” 
she said. 


The trucks that failed were 
given a conditional approval 
to continue operating as long 
as the items were rectified, 
she said. 

Mobile eateries in Edmonton 
do not need fire inspections 
to receive their vending per¬ 
mit. But, according to Gwin, 
it’s something the city wants 
to change. 

The city will “be introducing 
proof of compliance as a re¬ 
quirement for vending permits 
in the near future,” she said. 

To operate legally, food truck 
owners currently have to get 
the stamp of approval from 
Alberta Health Services in the 
form of a health inspection. 

“At this time, the City of Ed¬ 
monton does not require proof 
of a fire inspection to acquire 
a vending permit or business 
licence. The onus is on the busi¬ 
ness owner to ensure they meet 
provincial regulations,” wrote 
Fire Services spokeswoman Jill 
McKenzie in an email to Metro.

Bill might 
help avert 
shootings 

The shooting death of an Ed¬ 
monton police constable may 
have federal policy implica¬ 
tions, the city’s mayor and the 
Conservative public safety min¬ 
ister both said Tuesday. 

Edmonton Mayor Don Ive- 
son suggested that the loss of 
the federal long-gun registiy 
may be a factor in a spate of 
Alberta police altercations, in¬ 
cluding a shooting Monday that 
killed Const. Daniel Woodall 
and wounded Sgt. Jason Harley. 

Federal Justice Minister Peter 
MacKay’s fellow cabinet min¬ 
ister Steven Blaney was mak¬ 
ing his own politically loaded 
suggestions about how to avert 
such tragedies. 

Blaney told a Senate commit¬ 
tee studying a Conservative gun 
bill that Woodall was “killed in 
cold blood by a member of a 
right-wing extremist group.” 

Outside the hearing, the min¬ 
ister then said that the govern¬ 
ment’s new anti-terrorism legis¬ 
lation — passed in the Senate 
on Tuesday by a margin of 44-28 
— “will reduce the likelihood” 
of such events.

Calling all wannabe rock stars 
— get yourself and that air gui¬ 
tar out of the bedroom, because 
Edmonton is looking for a shred¬ 
ding hero. 

At stake are bragging rights 
as the Alberta champ, then na¬ 
tionals in Toronto and, for one 
bad-ass air guitar superstar, an 
August trip to the 20th world 
championships in Finland. 

Alberta’s top shredder, 
29-year-old Tyler “Cat Friday” 
Gardner, has competed to make 
it to the worlds for 11 years in a 
row (he’s now ranked third in 
Canada), but is taking a break 
this year to grow the community. 
“Other than my fiancee, this 


is the passion of my life, said 
Gardner, a welder by trade. “We 
come in all shapes and sizes, and 
my dreams of getting to Finland 
aren’t quenched yet.” 

Around his work hours, Red 
Deer-based Gardner dashes be¬ 
tween Edmonton and Calgaiy 
to put up posters and do media 
interviews in hopes of drum¬ 
ming up interest for events in 
the two cities.

“You don’t need musical 
knowledge, and you can be old 
or young, rich or poor,” he said. 
“All you need is an ‘air-ness’ — 
an ability to be overtaken by the 
music. A good player will make 
you forget what you’re watching 
is imaginaiy. It can feel like a 
real rock concert.” 


YouTube is filled with shred¬ 
ders doing back flips and jumps 
as part of the act, and Gardner 
said people in wheelchairs and 
even participants over 70 have 
made it to the finals too. It’s 
part of what Air Guitar Canada 
organizer Tim Evans calls an 
“explosion of interest.” 

“We’ve gone from 30 competi¬ 
tors last year to over 150 in eight 
regional contests this year,” he 
said. “There’s a rejuvenation in 
North America — it’s hilariously 
fun to watch.” 

The Edmonton competition 
on June 27 (for those 18 and 
over), also features an Iron Maid¬ 
en tribute band, Powerslave. Half 
of all proceeds go to Right to Play 
Canada, which uses games and 
play to help youth overcome 
poverty and conflict around the 
world. 

“Our theme is to promote 
world peace,” Gardner said. “If 
everyone held an air guitar in¬ 
stead of a gun, it’d be a better 
world.”

Remote patient monitoring 
may become the norm 

Fewer trips to the emer¬ 
gency room, coupled with 
improved patient care, 
has experts saying remote 
patient monitoring sys¬ 
tems are likely to become 
the norm in Alberta. 

Dr. Todd Anderson, dir¬ 
ector of the Libin Cardio¬ 
vascular Institute, said 
one of the best examples 
of RPM success models 
are the Medtronic Care- 
link systems for cardiac 
patients, a program he 
said is rapidly expanding. 

"We strongly believe 
it's beneficial in decreas¬ 
ing hospitalizations and 
repeat visits," Anderson 
said. 

"If you can divert some¬ 
body as opposed to them 
coming to emergency 
and getting tested, there's 
cost savings for the sys¬ 
tem and it leaves room 
in emergency for people 
who are sicker." 

With Calgary the first 
place in the country to 
reach the 1,000-patient 
mark in 2011, Anderson 
said those numbers have 
since doubled.

It’s convocation time at the 
U of A, when idealistic, fresh- 
faced twentysomethings step 
out of the halls of higher learn¬ 
ing and into a real world where 
they hope to make a difference. 

That may be a stereotype, 
but it’s the real deal for these 
class of 2015 graduates who 
are making an impact even 
before marching across the 
stage in their caps and gowns. 

Exhibit A: Between taking 
his undergraduate degree in 
microbiology and a Bachelor 
of Education After Degree, 
28-year-old Nabeel Jaffer trav¬

menstruating because there 
was no toilet. I want to edu¬ 
cate people there about what 
happens to their bodies. I’ll be 
going back soon on a one-way 
ticket... there is so much need 
and potential.” 

On good days, Reid Graham 
said he feels like a mystery¬ 
solving sleuth, and it’s no won¬ 
der: The 25-year-old Edmonton¬ 
ian, who is graduating with a 
Master of Arts in archeology, 
has already spent over three 
years on a 50-year-old excava¬ 
tion project near Stettler that 
reveals a link between the an¬ 
cient peoples of Alberta and 
North Dakota. 

“Was there a mass migration 
or a result of trade interaction? 
I’ll keep up the research and 
publish scholarly articles — 
maybe even turn it into a 
manuscript,” he said.

Woman who tried to 
stop gas theft dies

Maryam Rashidi came to Can¬ 
ada in search of a better life 
and to Calgary in search of a 
better job. 

In the span of a month, she 
lost both. 

Now, her family is looking 
for support to bring her body 
home to Iran. 

The 35-year-old wife and 
mother, who took a job at a 
Centex gas station in north¬ 
west Calgary just weeks ago 
after being laid off from her 
engineering position with an 
oil-and-gas firm, died Tuesday 
in hospital after suffering se¬ 
vere injuries in an attempt 
to thwart a gas-and-dash on 
Sunday. 

Amin Attar, a close family 
friend, said Maryam studied 
engineering at one of the best 
universities in Iran and settled 
in Montreal last year with her 
husband and son before mov¬ 
ing to Calgary last fall to take 
a new position in her chosen 
field.

But that job ended a month 
ago, Attar said, as she became 
one of thousands of Albertans 
to see their positions in the 
oil-and-gas sector eliminated 
in the wake of plunging pet¬ 
roleum prices. 

The gas-station job was sup¬ 
posed be a temporary solu¬ 
tion, a stopgap measure. But 
that all changed when a man 
and a teenager driving in a 
stolen truck filled the vehicle 
with fuel Sunday morning and 
drove off without paying.

Maryam opted to do some¬ 
thing about it. 

“She decided to stop the 
truck,” said Attar. “Unfortu¬ 
nately, she was hit.” 

Police said she was picked 
up on the hood of the truck, 
carried for about 15 metres, 
thrown from the vehicle, and 
then run over. 

Her injuries were severe, 
but for a time it looked like 
she would survive. 

Police described her con¬ 
dition on Monday as “critical 
but stable.” 

Things then took a turn for 
the worse, however, and her 
husband Ahmad raced to her 
bedside Tuesday morning after 
hearing from doctors. 

“I have bad news from the 
hospital ... I’m driving there 
now,” he said Tuesday mor¬ 
ning, hours before Maryam 
died. 

Attar said Maryam’s loved 
ones are now hoping to bring 
her home, but need help cov¬ 
ering the cost. 

“They want to transfer the 
body to Iran,” he said. “We’re 
tiying to do some fundraising 
for the family.”

Harper to visit frigate 
in Baltic Sea: Polish PM 


Prime Minister Stephen Harper 
will visit a Canadian frigate con¬ 
ducting military exercises with 
NATO forces in the Baltic Sea, 
the Polish prime minister re¬ 
vealed Tuesday. 

Ewa Kopacz made the disclo¬ 
sure during a joint statement 
with Harper in Warsaw, catching 
officials with the Prime Minis¬ 
ter’s Office off-guard and raising 
questions about whether oper¬ 
ational safety may have been 
compromised. 

“You might want to know that 
the prime minister is going to 
Gdansk (Wednesday) ... where 
he will be visiting Canadian frig¬ 
ates participating in the militaiy 
exercises,” Kopacz said through 
a translator to a room packed 
with journalists. 

The trip had not been publicly 
announced by Harper’s office. 
The leaders did not take ques¬ 
tions from journalists, making 
joint statements instead.

Michael Ferguson’s 116-page 
report, released Tuesday, details a 
litany of expense claims that sug¬ 
gest a number of senators were 


oblivious to the 
costs they were 
racking up, or 
were otherwise 
cavalier in how 
they spent tax¬ 
payer dollars. 

The report 
outlines about 
$977,000 in 
questionable 
spending — 
much of it 
on travel for 
which senators seemed to have 
little explanation. 

Five specific cases involved 
the question of primary and 
secondary residences - the same 
issue that landed Mike Duffy, 
Mac Harb and Patrick Brazeau 
before the courts. 

In a blistering critique, Fergus¬ 


on described a 
“strongly held 
belief”’ among 
senators that 
they didn’t 
need to justify 
their spending. 
That culture is 
what led to the 
current prob¬ 
lems, he said. 

“What 
struck me ... 
was the depth 
to which a number of senators 
simply felt that they didn’t have 
to account for, or they didn’t 
have to be transparent with, 
their spending,” Ferguson said. 

Among the expenses flag¬ 
ged by Ferguson: 

Some senators routinely 
claimed the cost of meals, 


even at events where meal op¬ 
tions were made available; others 
expensed the cost of taking taxis 
for local trips easily covered on 
foot; 

Retired Conservative sen¬ 
ator Donald Oliver ex¬ 
pensed a flight for what the 
auditors say was a fishing trip; 
Former Speaker Noel Kin- 
sella claimed $5,663 to at¬ 
tend his brother-in-law’s funeral 
in northern Ontario. His ration¬ 
ale? He attended only because 
he’s a senator. 

Nine files have been referred 
to the RCMP for possible crim¬ 
inal investigation, including two 
sitting senators: Conservative 
Pierre-Hugues Boisvenu and Lib¬ 
eral Colin Kenny, who now face 
a probe by the Senate ethics 
officer, the Canadian press

Evan Solomon 
broke ethics 
code as illicit 
art broker 

The CBC says it has “ended its 
relationship” with Evan Solo¬ 
mon, one of its best-known on- 
air news personalities. 

The public broadcaster’s an¬ 
nouncement came barely an 
hour after the Toronto Star re¬ 
ported Solomon allegedly had 
“secretly been brokering lucra¬ 
tive art deals” with people he 
dealt with through his job on 
television and radio, an appar¬ 
ent breach of the national broad¬ 
caster’s code of ethics. 

Evan Solomon, 47, is the Ot¬ 
tawa-based host of Power and 
Politics on television and The 
House on CBC radio. He was 
one of the people touted to re¬ 
place Peter Mansbridge on the 
National when the veteran news¬ 
man retires. 

The Star found Solomon has 
been brokering the sale of paint¬ 
ings and masks owned by a flam¬ 
boyant Toronto-area art collect¬ 


or to rich and famous buyers. 
Solomon, in at least one case, 
took commissions in excess of 
$300,000 for several pieces of art 
and did not disclose to the buyer 
that he was being paid fees for 
introducing buyer and seller. 

Among the people to whom 


Solomon has brokered the sale 
of paintings are Jim Balsillie, co¬ 
founder of Research In Motion 
(now BlackBeny) and Mark Car¬ 
ney, the former Bank of Canada 
governor and current governor 
of the Bank of England. 

Solomon, as a journalist, has 


dealt with both men in his high- 
profile host jobs at the CBC. 
Carney, who is also a friend, has 
been a guest on both of Solo¬ 
mon’s shows. 

Solomon met Balsillie while 
courting him as a journalist 
two years ago in unsuccessful 


attempts to get him on CBC 
to discuss sustainable develop¬ 
ment and small businesses, as 
well as Balsillie’s role in back¬ 
ing the search for the Franklin 
Expedition shipwreck. 

In email correspondence be¬ 
tween Solomon and art collect¬ 
or Bruce Bailey, 

Solomon uses 
code words to 
disguise the iden¬ 
tity of each man: 

Carney is “the 
Guv” and Bal¬ 
sillie is “Anlca,” 
the latter an ap¬ 
parent reference 
to a similarity in 
looks with singer 
Paul Anlca. 

In one email 
exchange from 
2014 — after Carney made a 
purchase — Solomon tells his art 
collector partner that Carney’s 
international contacts will be 
veiy important as they move 
forward in their attempts to 
sell more paintings. 

“Next year in terms of the 
Guv will be very interesting. 
He has access to highest power 
network in the world,” Solo¬ 
mon wrote. 


The CBC code of ethics states 
that employees “must not use 
their positions to further their 
personal interests.” 

In an interview Monday, Solo¬ 
mon first told the Star that he 
had no involvement in the art 
world. 

“I have never 
been involved 
in an art busi¬ 
ness,” he said. 
“I have never 
sold any art to 
anyone.” 

When the 
Star inquired 
further, Solo¬ 
mon said he 
was involved 
but had done 
nothing wrong. 
“I have been in¬ 
volved in an art business and it 
is all disclosed to CBC.” 

Solomon then said: “I am no 
longer involved in the business. 
It is over.” 

Solomon is a two-time Gemini 
Award winner who came to the 
CBC in 1994. He was previously 
the editor-in-chief of Shift, a 
magazine he co-founded about 
technology and culture.

Residents say 
two men were 
seen along road 
late Monday 

State and federal law officers 
searching for two killers who 
used power tools to break out 
of a maximum-security prison 
converged on a small town 
about 50 kilometres away 
Tuesday after getting a report 
of a possible sighting. 

Dozens of officers formed 
a line and 
made their 
way through 
a pasture and 
woods in the 
town ofWills- 
boro while 
a helicopter 
hovered above. 

Other searchers 
walked along 
nearby railroad 
tracks. 

They descended on the town 
just west of Lake Champlain 
after residents reported seeing 


a couple of men walking on 
a road late Monday during a 
rain storm. 

The breakout over the week¬ 
end from the 3,000-inmate 
Clinton Correctional Facility 
in Dannemora, N.Y., close to 
the Canadian border, immedi¬ 
ately raised suspicions that 
the inmates had inside help in 
cutting through a steel wall, 
breaking through the bricks 
and crawling through a steam 
pipe. They eventually emerged 
through a manhole outside 
the prison grounds. 

Among the questions: Did 
someone hear them cutting 
their way out? 
How did the in¬ 
mates hide the 
hole, the dirt 
and dust from 
work that prob¬ 
ably took days 
to accomplish? 
And did they 
have access to 
blueprints or 
other inside 
information to 
chart their path through the 
bowels of the prison? 

Sweat, 34, and Matt, 48, 


had stuffed their beds with 
clothes to fool guards making 
their rounds and left behind a 


taunting sticky note that read: 
“Have a nice day.” 

The prisoners surely had 


help, and the noise must have 
been heard, Gov. Andrew 
Cuomo said. 


But Cuomo said other in¬ 
mates claimed they didn’t see 
or hear anything. 

“They’re all heavy sleepers,” 
he said sardonically. 

In looking for those who 
may have aided the escape, 
Cuomo said investigators were 
focusing first on civilian em¬ 
ployees and contractors who 
have been doing extensive 
renovations at the 170-year- 
old prison. 

“I’d be shocked if a correc¬ 
tion guard was involved in 
this, but they definitely had 
help,” the governor said. 

Corrections officials said an 
inventory of the prison’s tools 
has so far shown none missing. 
But contractors typically bring 
truckloads of equipment, said 
Peter Light, a retired guard. 

The RCMP said Monday it 
had no information to indi¬ 
cate the two had crossed into 
Canada. 

Sweat was convicted in the 
2002 killing of a sheriff’s dep¬ 
uty and was doing life without 
parole. Matt was serving 25 
years to life for kidnapping 
and dismembering his boss in 
1997.

Officer resigns after violent pool party video goes viral 


The white police officer who 
was recorded on video pushing 
a black girl to the ground at a 
Texas pool party resigned from 
the police force Tuesday. 

Officer David Eric Casebolt 
resigned from the McKinney 
Police Department after almost 
10 years on the force, said his 
attorney, Jane Bishkin of Dallas. 

Police Chief Greg Conley con¬ 
firmed the resignation at a news 
conference later Tuesday, saying 
Casebolt had not been pressured. 

A video recorded by another 
teenager and posted online 
showed Casebolt pushing a bi¬ 
kini-clad black girl to the ground 


on Friday and brandishing his 
gun at other black teens after 
he and other officers responded 
to complaints about the pool 
party at a community-owned 
McKinney swimming pool. The 
41-year-old former Texas state 
trooper was placed on admin¬ 
istrative leave. 

Conley said a review of the 
incident’s footage showed Case- 
bolt’s actions were “indefens¬ 
ible,” and that “our policies, our 
training and our practices do not 
support his actions.” 

In all, 12 officers responded 
to the report of fights and a 
disturbance at the pool party 


at the Craig Ranch North Com¬ 
munity Pool in an affluent area 
of western McKinney. “Eleven of 
them performed according to 
their training,” Conley said, not¬ 
ing Casebolt did not. “He came 
into the call out of control and 
the video showed he was out 
of control during the incident.” 

Despite Casebolt’s resigna¬ 


tion, his actions remain under 
investigation and no decision 
has been made as to whether 
charges will be filed against him, 
Conley said. Charges of interfer¬ 
ing with an officer and evading 
arrest against the only man ar¬ 
rested during Friday’s incident 
have been dropped, Conley said. 
Eveiyone else was released. 


Bishkin declined to say where 
Casebolt is now and said the of¬ 
ficer had received death threats. 
The attorney said she would 
release more information at a 
news conference Wednesday. 

The incident has prompted 
criticism of the affluent suburb 
of McKinney north of Dallas, 
which is among the nation’s 
fastest growing cities, has highly 
regarded public schools and 
was ranked by one publication 
as America’s best place to live. 

People who demonstrated this 
week at a McKinney school com¬ 
pared the city to Baltimore and 
Ferguson, Missouri, where use of 


force by police triggered wide¬ 
spread protests and violence. 

Casebolt had been accused of 
excessive force in a 2007 arrest 
as part of a federal lawsuit that 
named him along with other 
officers. The lawsuit was dis¬ 
missed in 2009. 

The city of McKinney also 
has been the target of lawsuits 
accusing it of racial segregation 
in public housing. 

The scrutiny contrasts with 
McKinney’s high ranking for 
its quality of life. A Time Inc. 
publication last year said the 
city was the best place to live 
in America, the associated press

Women gain 
tight to watch 
volleyball 


A limited number of Iranian 
women will be allowed to watch 
Volleyball World League games 
in Tehran later this month, a 
senior government official has 
told the Associated Press, as part 
of a government move to allow 
women and families to attend 
male sporting events. 

Vice President for Women 
and Family Affairs Shahindokht 
Molaverdi, part of the Cabinet 
of moderate President Hassan 
Rouhani, said the government 
hopes to avoid a showdown with 
hard-liners over the issue. 

Molaverdi, a reformist polit¬ 
ician and women’s rights activ¬ 
ist, said women will be allowed 
into stadiums to watch men’s 
matches in specific sports such 
as volleyball, basketball, hand¬ 
ball and tennis. 

The decision has yet to be offi¬ 
cially announced, but Molaverdi 
said some women — families of 
national team players — will be 
allowed to watch the upcoming 
volleyball games to help ease 
into the change 

“If it practically happens a 
few times, the concerns will be 
completely removed and it will 
be proven that allowing women 
to watch men’s sports matches 
is not problematic,” she said. 
“Necessary measures need to be 
taken in order not to spread con¬ 
cern. This is an issue that can be 
easily managed so that it would 
not turn into a predicament.”

Ban in place since 1979 

Women have been gener¬ 
ally banned from sporting 
events since the Islamic 
Revolution in 1979. The ban 
first came to international 
attention last year when 
Iranian-British woman 
Ghoncheh Ghavami tried 
to attend a men's volleyball

In a move to test the waters, 
some women were allowed in¬ 
side a stadium last week to watch 
a men’s basketball match in Teh¬ 
ran. There was no immediate 
backlash over that, but some 
hard-liners have threatened to 
create a public uproar in order 
to stop women from attending 
a June 19 match in Tehran be¬ 
tween the Iranian national vol¬ 
leyball team and the U.S. team. 

Having women at matches 
may also cut down on fans swear¬ 
ing, Molaverdi said. 

Meanwhile, Molaverdi said she 
is seeking to set a gender quota 
for women in parliamentary elec¬ 
tions early next year. Currently, 
only nine out of290 lawmakers 
in Iran’s parliament are women. 

“That’s less than 3 per cent. 
Gender quotas should be applied 
for women in the parliament,” 
she said, the associated press 


TEXAS 

Court upholds 
anti-abortion law 


A federal appeals court upheld 
key parts of Texas’s strict anti¬ 
abortion law on Tuesday, a deci¬ 
sion that could leave as few as 
seven abortion clinics open in 
the second largest U.S. state. 

The decision by the 5th U.S. 
Circuit Court of Appeals up¬ 
holds requirements that abor¬ 
tion clinics meet hospital-level 
operating standards, which 
owners of small clinics say 
demand millions of dollars 
in upgrades they can’t afford 
and will leave many women far 
from an abortion provider. But 
the court said the clinics failed 
to prove that the restrictions 
would unduly burden a “large 
fraction” of women. 

Republican Gov. Greg Abbott 
and other conservatives say 
the standards protect women’s 
health. But abortion-rights sup¬ 
porters say the law is a thinly 
veiled attempt to block access 
to abortions in Texas, and they 


promised to immediately ap¬ 
peal to the U.S. Supreme Court, 
which temporarily sidelined 
the law last year. 

“Not since before Roe v. 
Wade has a law or court deci¬ 
sion had the potential to dev¬ 
astate access to reproductive 
health care on such a sweeping 
scale,” said Nancy Northrop, 
president and CEO of the Cen¬ 
ter for Reproductive Rights, re¬ 
ferring to the landmark 1973 
Supreme Court decision that 
made abortion legal. “We now 
look to the Justices to stop the 
sham laws that are shutting 
clinics down and placing count¬ 
less women at risk.” 

Texas currently has about 
17 abortion providers, down 
from 40 clinics in 2012. Under 
the new restrictions, the only 
remaining abortion facilities 
in Texas would likely be in 
major cities.

Egypt seeks to convince its 
people to have fewer ldds 


Egypt aims to reduce its sur¬ 
ging fertility rate over the 
next 15 years, a government 
minister said Tuesday, in an 
effort to address overpopu¬ 
lation concerns in the Arab 
world’s most populous coun¬ 
try. 

With around 90 million 
people — a population the 
United Nations projects to 
hit 103 million by 2030 — 
Egypt has struggled for dec¬ 
ades to provide its citizens 
with jobs and services. Most 
Egyptians live on a tiny sliver 
of land along the Nile River 
and the Mediterranean coast, 
away from the vast desert 
that makes up most of the

country. 

According to a plan laid 
out by Minister of State for 
Population Hala Youssef, the 
government will provide fi¬ 
nancial incentives to keep 
children in school, expand 
family planning services and 
boost public awareness — 
while working closely with 
non-governmental organiza¬ 
tions and local communities. 

The aim is to get Egyptian 
women to attain a fertility 
rate of 2.4 children, she said, 
speaking on the sidelines of a 
conference on youth hosted 
by the U.S.-based NGO Popula¬ 
tion Council in Cairo. Women 
currently give birth to 3.5 
children each on average. 

“This is the target,” Youssef 
told The Associated Press, 
adding that the plan aims 
to reduce the rate to 3 over 
the next five years. “We’re 
co-ordinating with other min¬ 
istries on this issue, for ex¬ 
ample the ministry of social 
solidarity, to give financial 
compensation to families to 
keep their girls and boys in 
school.”

Surgery saves life 
of poached rhino 


SOUTH AFRICA 

Asian demand 
for horns is 
increasing, 
driving trade 

The horns and a large section 
of the rhino’s face were hacked 
off by poachers, a horrific in¬ 
jury that exposed flesh and 
bone. One South African veter¬ 
inarian treating the mutilated 
animal was so distressed by the 
suffering that he had to step 
away, his eyes glassy with tears. 

Then Dr. Johan Marais, an 
equine and wildlife surgeon at 
the University of Pretoria, re¬ 
joined the extraordinaiy effort 
to save the life of the four-year- 
old rhino, now named Hope. 

“You just can’t believe that 
somebody from our own spe¬ 
cies can do that to an animal,” 
Marais said of the gaping 


wound that exposed part of 
the rhino’s skull and narrowly 
missed her eyes. 

On Monday, a team of veter¬ 
inarians cleaned and dressed 
the injury before securing a 
fiberglass shield on what re¬ 
mained of the rhino’s face with 
wire stitches and steel screws 
drilled into the skull. An Associ¬ 
ated Press team witnessed the 
operation on the sedated, 1.8- 
ton animal in a muddy enclos¬ 
ure on the edge of Shamwari 
Game Reserve, near the South 
African city of Port Elizabeth. 

Hope’s caregivers seek to 
rally support for a story of 
survival amid the escalating 
poaching in South Africa, 
which harbours about 20,000 
rhinos, roughly 90 per cent of 
the world’s population. 

The South African govern¬ 
ment recorded more than 1,200 
poached rhinos last year, re¬ 
flecting growing demand in 
parts of Asia, where rhino horn 


is believed to have medicinal 
benefits. There is no scientific 
evidence to support that: the 
horn is made of simple keratin, 
a protein also found in human 
fingernails. 

The rhino being treated on 
Monday was darted by poach¬ 
ers, who severed her horns 
while she was sedated, fractur¬ 
ing her nasal bone and expos¬ 
ing the sinus cavities and nasal 
passage. The attack happened 
in Lombardini, a wildlife park 
where poachers recently killed 
several other rhinos. 

Discovered alive days later, 
the rhino was given the name 
Hope by rescuers. She was 
moved to the nearby Sham- 
wari reserve, where an initial 
surgery occurred on May 18. 

She is “a voice for what the 
species is going through,” said 
Dr. William Fowlds, a wildlife 
veterinarian who was the anes¬ 
thesiologist on Monday.

Officials hope quarantine 
measures arrest MERS spread 


South Korea believes its MERS 
virus outbreak may have peak¬ 
ed, and experts say the next 
several days will be critical 
to determining whether the 
government’s belated efforts 
have successfully stymied a 
disease that has killed seven 
people and infected nearly 100 
in the countiy. 

Middle East Respiratory Syn¬ 
drome spreads through close 
contact with sick people, not 
through the air. The disease’s 
biggest outbreak outside the 


Middle East began last month 
with a 68-year-old man who 
had travelled to Saudi Arabia 
and other nearby countries. 

When he got sick after his 
return to South Korea, he vis¬ 
ited several hospitals and clin¬ 
ics, where dozens of other pa¬ 
tients and hospital workers 
were infected before officials 
found he had MERS. Gradually, 
the government began isolat¬ 
ing victims and quarantining 
those who had contact with 
them. 


There has been widespread 
fear of the poorly understood 
disease, which has no vaccine 
and as much as a 40 per cent 
mortality rate. There also had 
been growing criticism over 
failures by health workers and 
the government to initially 
recognize and quickly contain 
the disease. 

Nearly 3,000 people have 
been placed in isolation and 
2,200 schools closed in South 
Korea.

Former U.S. House Speaker Den¬ 
nis Hastert appeared in court 
Tuesday for the first time since 
he was indicted, pleading not 
guilty to charges that he vio¬ 
lated banking rules and lied to 
the FBI in a scheme to pay $3.5 
million in hush money to con¬ 
ceal misconduct from his days 
as a high school teacher. 

Defence attorney Thomas 
C. Green entered the pleas on 
Hastert’s behalf. 

The 73-year-old Republican 
has not spoken publicly about 
the accusations that emerged 
two weeks ago and raised ques-

“Technological innovations 
have changed the way Can¬ 
adians take and share photo¬ 
graphs, with fewer of us using 
retail photo outlets,” company 
spokeswoman Luiza Staniec 
said. An unspecified number of 
the laid-off employees will be 
offered jobs at Telus or Koodo 
head offices, as well as at retail 
outlets or call centres, while 
others would be offered a “tran¬ 


sition package,” she said. 

Bruce Winder, a retail ana¬ 
lyst with J.C. Williams Group 
Ltd., said he wasn’t surprised 
by the shutdown. 

“If you go back 10 years ago, 
folks bought digital cameras. 
Now everyone has digital cam¬ 
eras on their smartphones. 

“The market is polarized,” 
Winder said. “You’re either a 
professional camera enthusi¬ 
ast and you go to Henry’s, or 
you don’t and you use your 
cellphone like 99 per cent of 


the other people.” 

Winder said when Telus 
bought Blacks in September 
2009 for $28 million from 
ReichmannHauer Capital Part¬ 
ners, it was simply to add an¬ 
other distribution channel for 
the telecom giant. 

Headquartered in Toronto, 
Blacks was founded in 1930 
and sold appliances. Its first 
specialty camera store opened 
in 1948. Since then, it has 
changed hands several times.

EU set to label goods 
made in settlements 


Israel would be required to 
label products that are made 
in West Bank settlements and 
exported to Europe, according 
to guidelines being prepared 
by the European Union. 

The move is the latest sign 
of international discontent 
with Israeli construction of 
settlements on occupied lands 
claimed by the Palestinians, 
as well as frustration over the 
state of Mideast peace efforts. 

It also comes as a grass¬ 
roots movement promoting 
boycotts, divestment and sanc¬ 
tions against Israel appears to 
be gaining steam. 

Israeli officials reject the 
labelling plan, saying it would 
amount to a type of boycott 
and help discourage Palestin¬ 
ian President Mahmoud Abbas 
from returning to negotiations. 

“Why should he talk? He can 
get by without talking. He can 
get by with an international 
community that blames Israel 
for not having talks,” Prime 
Minister Benjamin Netanyahu 
told the Herzliya Conference, 
an annual gathering of the 
country’s political and secur¬ 
ity elite. 

An EU official said Tuesday 
the 28-nation bloc’s foreign 
policy chief, Federica Moghe- 
rini, told European foreign 
ministers May 18 that work

in the near future.” 

EU opposition to the settle¬ 
ments is not new. A free trade 
agreement with Israel already 
excludes settlement goods, 
even if they say they were 
made in Israel. Likewise, Israel 
is barred from spending money 
it receives under a landmark 
technology-sharing pact in the 
West Bank or east Jerusalem. 
Several European countries 
have approved voluntaiy label¬ 
ing guidelines for settlement 
products. 

The new guidelines would 
take things further by requir¬ 
ing Israeli exporters to explicit¬ 
ly label products as being made 
in the settlements — a poten¬ 
tial stigma that could deter 
consumers from buying them.

Great art doesn’t get 
made in a boardroom

Beware of anyone using the 
word “silos” who is not a 
farmer. It’s what suits say in¬ 
stead of “groups,” as in, “The 
difficulty with the (Canada 
Council for the Arts) now is 
that eveiything is organized 
by disciplinaiy silos that are 
very complex to navigate.” 

Those were the words of 
the CCA’s new CEO Simon 
Brault during a Canada Arts 
Summit speech last spring, 
where he also promised 
more “outcome-driven” grant 
programs for Canadian art¬ 
ists that will “have more 
impact.” 

Artists should laugh in the 
face of anyone who asks for 
“objectives” before the cre¬ 
ative process has even begun, 
but instead they now have 
to adhere to this boardroom 
puffery if they want their 


work government-funded. 

Last week the CCA un¬ 
veiled its simplified funding 
system, which will soon re¬ 
duce 147 grant programs to 
just six broad categories. It’s 
a noble cause, as the old pro¬ 
cess was cumbersome, to say 
the least. But at least it was 
somewhat comprehensible. 

Peace out “Grants to Dance 
Professionals.” Sayonara, 
“Grants to Professional Or¬ 
chestras.” You’ll now have to 
choose from a menu of buzz¬ 
words still reeking of the diy- 
erase markers with which 
they were born. That now 
includes a category called 
“Engage and Sustain,” with 
the outcome of “reflect(ing) 
the diversity of the commun¬ 
ities that they participate 
in through their staffing, 
programming and public en¬ 
gagement responsibilities.” 

Does this mean creative 
diversity? Intellectual divers¬ 
ity? Social diversity? So much 
for simplicity. 

Art is an act of discoveiy 


divined from the experi¬ 
ences, observations and im¬ 
aginations of its creators and 
collaborators. And it’s an act 
of entertainment and expres¬ 
sion, not innovation, much 
as the CCA’s constant trum¬ 
peting of the arts’ $50 billion 
GDP contribution is intended 
to entertain politicians and 
people (soriy, I mean stake¬ 
holders) who couldn’t care 
less about the quality of the 
art. 

Maybe it works for them, 
but audiences gain nothing 
from an artist crossing off 
corporate objectives while 
writing a grant proposal. It’s 
the same anathema that’s 
turned most galleries’ artist 
statements into head-tilting 
jibber-jabber, poisoning the 
exhibition before it’s even 
viewed. 

Consider the effect of 
1930s Soviet art, which 
hewed to a state-enforced 
mandate of optimism and 
heroism, to be exported 
internationally. The result,

then, was art decidedly on- 
message and redundant. No, 
the CCA, whatever it is, isn’t 
a bastion of socialism. Atom 
Egoyan’s next film won’t star 
a Canadian actor as the com¬ 
mon man finding fulfilment 
in labour. But artists obsess¬ 
ing with vague guidelines 
about “diversity,” “innova¬ 
tion” and “engagement” in 
order to make it past the 
gatekeepers will surely yield 
art that’s equally stale.

Marie Kondo is not your 
saviour from stuff. 

The maven of minimalism 
and author of a trendy book 
on tidying might be your 
saviour from a lot of stuff— 
from overflowing closets and 
shelves, from the sense you 
live in Maiy Poppins’ purse. 

She will even curate you: 
through her prescription to 
keep only that which brings 
joy, you’ll be able to justify 
the gold-plated scissors you’ve 
been coveting, once you’ve 
thrown out the plastic pair 
that was definitely not joyful. 

But what do you end up 
with? 

Stuff, just as before. All of 
it. Things. And, perhaps, a 
dresser drawer with shirts so 
neatly rolled it looks like a 
Pez dispenser. 

In reaction to Kondo’s 
methods, some have come out 
in praise of clutter. One writer 
wondered in the New York 
Times, “Why on earth would 
we get rid of our wonderful 
things? I have many books, 
many paintings, many pots 
and many more things I love.” 

So do I. 

But that’s not an argument 
against Kondo. The call to 
curate stuff and the call to 
abundantly collect it both 
stem from the same impulse: 
the desire for things. 

One is the new world of the 
carefully chosen item, where 
eveiything you own aligns 
with a singular vision of your 
rarefied lifestyle. 
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One is an older world, 
where, since you could afford 
to have lots of stuff, why not 
have it all? 

Both are underpinned by 
consumer culture, and the 
belief that the best way to 
express who you are is to buy 
— or not buy — something. 

There is no freedom from 
the pull of things. 

Even if I had almost noth¬ 
ing (as many do), I’m sure I 
could love a useless item. Not 
just for what it is, though it 
may be beautiful, but for what 
it means. 

Like the gold necklace that 
was once my mum’s, with 
two pendants, one of a dove 
and one of the Parthenon. 
Wearing it made me feel she 
was close, even across contin¬ 
ents. It was stolen and I still 
mourn its loss. 

The Canadian painter 
Agnes Martin (posthumously 
hot right now) aimed for a 
thing-less life. 

In the 1960s, she moved to 
a remote part of New Mexico, 
discarded most belongings 
and lived on odd, restricted 
diets, like preserved tomatoes 
and hard cheese. She report¬ 
edly felt possessions only fed 
her ego. “I paint with my back 
to the world,” she said. 

But even she did not dog¬ 
matically follow through. 

In her later years, while 
still living sparingly, she let a 
little luxuiy in: driving to and 
from her studio in a white 
BMW.

Piper Chapman has come a 
long way from her first days 
at Lichfield. While Seasons 1 
and 2 of Orange Is the New 
Black saw her struggling to 
find her way in the strange 
and confusing hierarchy of 
the prison, Season 3 sees her 
finally come into her own, ac¬ 
cording to Taylor Schilling. 
The Netflix star says Piper may 
finally be getting the hang of 
the place, and we chatted with 
her about what’s to come for 
Lichfield’s finest. 

If there’s a theme for the third 
season, what would you say 
it is? 

We’ve talked about it as an 
ensemble, about it really being 
based around faith and belief 
and how faith manifests differ¬ 
ently in different people and 
what we classically think of as 
a system of faith and what we 
really believe in and how that 
plays out in people’s lives. 

How do you think Piper is 
growing as we see her in the 
third season? 

She started this stoiy, and this 
journey, having a solid idea 
of who she thought she was, 
and her life was pretty nailed 


down. 

I imagine it being like a 
house during a rainstorm, 
with a leaky roof, and it’s like, 
if you put enough buckets 
around, you’re walking around 
the floor and ostensibly, it’s 
a diy house. But if you really 
examine what’s going on, 
there’s a lot of cracks and 
there’s a lot of leaks. 

So, prison has forced her to 
really look at what’s happen¬ 
ing within her. And I think the 


journey is that she’s finding 
and enjoying parts of herself 
that she didn’t really know 
existed. And a strength and de¬ 
termination, and wildness and 
a recklessness and a pleasure, 
a joy, a power. It’s almost like 
hying on different articles of 
clothing and seeing that lot of 
them fit. 

Not to diminish the suffering 
she goes through, but she 
does seem like she’s finding 


ways to be happy in there. 

Yeah, exactly, and I think 
even finding pleasure in the 
power, or pleasure in the ma¬ 
nipulation or pleasure in the 
strength. It doesn’t necessar¬ 
ily add up to the way that she 
thought happiness or success 
looked when she came in to 
prison. So her conception is 
changing. 

Do you think she’s finding 
her place a bit more? 


Absolutely. I think she was a 
fish out of water and she spent 
Season 2 finding her place, 
and now she’s exploring her 
place, and she’s enjoying it, 
and she’s revelling in it, and 
she’s trying on different facets 
of who she is. 

Is it good to have Laura Pre¬ 
pon back full time as Alex 
Vause? 

Yeah, I love Laura. She’s a dear 
friend, like so many girls in 


this cast are. It’s always fun to 
have her around, and we work 
really well together. We have a 
really nice working dynamic. 
It’s veiy safe, and I think we 
both feel comfortable taking 
risks that we’re proud of later. 

One of Season 2’s big cliff- 
hangers was that Piper got 
Alex thrown back in prison. 
Was she trying to protect 
Alex, or did that come from a 
selfish place? 

I think it’s all of those things 
— Piper was operating from 
all of those places. And that’s 
what’s so fun about this work 
is that it’s so rich and compli¬ 
cated and knotted. And what 
I so love about playing this 
character is that she is kind,

and she is a wife, she is a best 
friend, she is a daughter, she’s 
a lover and a caretaker, but 
she’s also confused and angiy 
and manipulative and disloyal 
and attention-seeking and 
power-hungiy and all of those 
things. That’s a real woman. 
All of those things existing 
within. 

I long for that and I’m ex¬ 
cited by that, to see someone 
who’s not a picture or an idea, 
but a fully fleshed-out person. 


NEW DEAL 

Degrassi to target Gen Z at new home on Family Channel 


Class is back in session for the 
beloved Degrassi franchise. 

Days after MTV Canada said 
it would no longer run the 
teen serial, Family Channel an¬ 
nounced Tuesday it will debut a 
new instalment in Januaiy 2016. 

The youth-focused network 
said Degrassi: Next Class will 
return with 20 half-hour epi¬ 
sodes, with cast members from 
the most recent incarnation 
reprising their roles. 

Like its predecessors, the new

So they know a world 
that is not a friendly world, it’s 
a world of terror, it’s a world of 
financial uncertainty and it’s a 
world of school violence. And 
also they have grown up with a 
phone and often a smart phone 
in their hands.” 

The sudsy teen saga moves to 
Family Channel as the youth-fo¬ 
cused broadcaster breaks from 
Disney fare and rebuilds its 
lineup. 

Degrassi: Next Class is pro¬ 
duced by DHX Media’s Epit¬ 
ome Pictures, in association 
with Family Channel and the 


streaming service Netflix, which 
will run the show worldwide 
starting early next year. Netflix 
Canada will get the series after 
its initial run on Family, said a 
DHX publicist. 

Stohn said the Netflix deal 
ensures that the show’s edge 
won’t soften just because it is 
on Family Channel. 

The move cements Degrassi 
as the longest-running dramatic 
television series in Canadian 
histoiy. The franchise is cur¬ 
rently celebrating its 35th an- 
niversaiy.

While I adore a pint of craft beer 
as much as the next guy, I’m not 
getting any younger.

While they will 
undoubtedly turn their 
noses up at a glass of 
Miller Lite (12x355ml, 

$20.49 to $25.29) — the

for lower alcohol “session” beers. 

In the U.K., where ale is king, 
beer under 5 per cent alcohol is 
what they drink a few of in one 
sitting (or session).

The average 
glass of craft brew has more 
than 300, while one filled 
with Miller Lite clocks in

Chefs go lentil on tour

Restaurants 
create dishes in 
cross-country 
competition 

Chefs in two dozen restaurants 
across Canada are competing 
this month with signature dish¬ 
es all incorporating the same 
homegrown ingredient: lentils. 

The restaurants in seven cities 
have added the creations to their 
menus for customers to order 
and vote on during the Fun- 
DeLentil competition in June. 

Culinaiy activist Anita Stew¬ 
art put together the list of res¬ 
taurants — which are also Food 
Day Canada participants com¬ 
mitted to using Canadian in¬ 
gredients — on behalf of the 
Saskatchewan Pulse Growers 
and Canadian Lentils. 

“It’s right down my alley. In 
terms of my mission statement 
to actively promote the growth 
and study of our distinctly Can¬ 
adian food culture, well, this is 
it,” the University of Guelph 
food laureate said Thursday at 
George restaurant in Toronto. 


“It’s a way to support our own 
farmers and lentils are also real¬ 
ly delicious and healthy. They’re 
so dam versatile.” 

She said chefs are coming up 
with many unique ways to use 
lentils, such as turning them 
into flour, using them for coat¬ 
ing or stuffing, and sprouting

them to make bread. 

Canada is one of the world’s 
largest producers of lentils, 
planting more than 1.3 million 
hectares of lentils last year. Types 
produced in Canada include 
commonly known green lentils 
and split red lentils, and lesser- 
known black or beluga lentils 


and French Green lentils. 

The chefs were invited to use 
one or a combination of lentils 
grown in Canada in their dish. 

Lorenzo Loseto, executive 
chef at George, bruleed lentils 
sprouted at the restaurant for a 
salad paired with seasonal Dun- 
geness crab and beluga lentils. 

Loseto said he often uses len¬ 
tils in innovative ways, such as 
a savouiy crumble — they’re 
cooked, fried till cmnchy, paired 
with crispy horseradish and used 
as a garnish. He incorporates 
red lentils into a dressing for 
a romaine salad with Parme¬ 
san cheese. 

“ft tastes like a caesar salad, 
but it doesn’t have eggs,” he said. 

For his offering, Craig Flinn, 
chef-owner of Chives Canadian 
Bistro in Halifax, is serving a 
strudel filled with smoked duck 
and green lentils with foie gras 
and a rhubarb jelly made from 
his mother’s garden, Stewart 
said.

MARK MCEWEN 

Chef offers food for thought 



Celebrity chef Mark McEwan was head judge on the culinary 


Food television has created a 
groundswell of attention to the 
restaurant game, says chef Mark 
McEwan, who was head judge 
on the culinaiy contest show 
Top Chef Canada. 

But young people pursuing a 
career as a chef often have a big 
surprise when they get into the 
business and realize how busy 
service can be. 

McEwan who owns four res¬ 
taurants in Toronto — North 
44, One, Fabbrica and Bymark 
— also hosted The Heat on Food 
Network Canada, a look behind 
the scenes at his restaurant and 
catering business along with 
the building of his first upscale 
gourmet food store, McEwan, 
which opened in 2009. 

McEwan, 58, stays on top of 
his game running his company, 
the McEwan Group with a staff 
of 500. That includes catering 
and opening a second store in 
downtown Toronto. 

Does food television give a 
false sense of the business? 

It’s very strenuous work. 

It’s long hours, longer than 
most hours, tougher condi¬ 
tions. You’re working week¬ 
ends. Your service can last 
five hours and that’s rigorous. 
It’s athletic. It’s hard — if 
you’re in a busy restaurant. 

But then I think there’s a 
lot of places for young kids to 


go other than the restaurant 
business, so getting into food 
styling, they’re getting into 
the catering business, they’re 
getting into institutional 
work... 

To be a mainline chef in 
a top-flight restaurant it’s a 
long journey to get there. And 
I don’t think a lot of these 
young people understand 
what it’s about. 

Did producers influence 
how you chose a winner in 
Top Chef Canada? 

I was all about the best 
chef winning. It was always 


about the cooking for me. 

It was never about anything 
else. 

You do have television col¬ 
liding with the professional¬ 
ism of cooking, what’s going 
to sell, what drives ratings, 
how do you get broad viewer- 
ship and now the whole plat¬ 
form is changing. Cable tele¬ 
vision is changing. You have 
Netflix. You have the Internet, 
people doing a lot of video 
clips on the Internet now. It’s 
like this molten foundation 
that’s trying to find a new 
direction.

Some car companies can get 
away with not offering a trad¬ 
itional station wagon, but not 
Volvo. 

And good for us, because 
Volvo’s commitment to keep 
modernizing the station wag¬ 
on form has brought us this 
lovely 2015 V60 Cross Coun¬ 
try. 

Volvo’s entry-level 60 ser¬ 
ies of sedans (S60), crossovers 
(XC60), and wagons (V60) 
debuted back in 2011, and 
received a major mid-cycle 
revision for 2015. 

AWD versions of Volvo V60 
are called Cross Country, and 
are raised 65 mm higher than 
FWD V60 versions. 

Cross Country is also fit¬ 
ted with 18-inch wheels and 
skid plates, to signify its off¬ 
road prowess, and also gets 
squared-off “fender extru¬ 
sions,” which makes it look 
kind of Jeepy. 

Our top-shelf Platinum 
model ($50,400 MSRP) was 
outfitted with the impressive 
Technology Package ($1,500), 
which threw on Adaptive 
Cruise with Queue Assist, 
Collision Warning (with Full 
Auto Brake), Pedestrian and 


Cyclist Detection (with Full 
Auto Brake), Distance Alert, 
Driver Alert Control, Lane De¬ 
parture Warning, Lane Keep¬ 
ing, and Speed Limit Infor¬ 
mation, which makes speed 
limit signs appear magically 
in the dash. 

But the feature I liked best 
is the Cross Country exclusive 
sport seats rendered in black 
leather and brown stitching. 
They are just wonderful: easy 
to look at and touch, support¬ 
ive, supremely comfortable. 

The whole design manages 
to be Scandinavian and clean 
and easy to use, featuring an 
interface that uses actual but¬ 
tons and switches (versus a 
touch screen). 

On the road, the 2.5-litre 
turbo “five-cylinder” feels 
lusty, but the newer 2.0-litre 
turbo “four” feels almost as 
lusty, and offers better effi¬ 
ciency. Those all-new 2.0-litre 
engines are only available (so 
far) on S60 and XC60. 

Handling is better than 
most crossovers, because of 
the lower centre of gravity, 
and a great chassis, which is 
also adept at delivering a very 
comfortable and controlled 
ride — V60 offers a very lux¬ 
ury-car feel on the road. 

The V60 Cross Country 
is not like Volvo wagons of 
yore, which were famously 
boxy and big. This is a tidy 
wagon, with just adequate 
space in the rear and cargo 
area (for a wagon). You can’t 
easily throw bikes back there, 
for example, and the sleek 
profile takes a bite out of rear 
headroom space.

In the midst of a dying big-SUV 
marketplace, GM launched 
its new wave of sport utility 
vehicles for model year 2007, 
offering Yukon, Yukon XL, Sub¬ 
urban, Tahoe and Escalade vari¬ 
ants with better than ever mile¬ 
age, performance and feature 
content. 

A proven high-strength truck 
structure helped round out 
the package with durable ca¬ 
pability, and generous room 
for people and cargo was on 
offer in all models. 

As most 2007-2014 models 
in this generation of GM full- 
sized sport utility vehicles will 
pack the 5.3-litre V8 engine 
with AFM cylinder deactiva¬ 
tion, shoppers are advised to 
check this powerplant for signs 
of oil consumption and other 
related issues, which are com¬ 
mon, and well-documented in 
the owners community. 


Have a dealer use the VIN 
number to pull up all service 
records, noting any that indi¬ 
cate an oil-consumption prob¬ 
lem. Shoppers are also advised 
to listen for unwanted clicking 
or clacking noises from the top 
of the engine, with the hood 
open and engine idling. Un¬ 
wanted sounds like these could 
indicate problems, possibly 
related to the oil-consumption 
issue. Note that oil consump¬ 
tion issues seem most likely in 
2007 to 2009 models with the 
5.3-litre engine. 

Ensure proper operation of 
the cruise control system, too. 
If it’s not working, it’s probably 
because of a bad brake-light 
switch, which is a cheap and 
easily replaced part. 

Ensure the 4x4 system, 
switches between its vari¬ 
ous modes as outlined in the 
owner’s manual. If the system 
doesn’t engage, or you note any 
“Service 4x4” warnings, be sure 
to have a GM mechanic deter¬ 
mine why. Note that the Esca¬ 
lade ran an All Wheel Drive 
(AWD) system, so no switching 
of modes is possible. 

Open the front doors and 
feel the carpeting under the

front floor mats for signs of 
moisture, which could be 
caused by a leaky windshield 
seal and/or plugged sunroof 
vent tubes. Moisture can lead 
to rust and mould, so this issue 
will need to be addressed. 

Now’s the time to make sure 


the Bluetooth, heated steer¬ 
ing-wheel, chilled memory 
seats and power tailgate, if 
equipped, are working prop¬ 
erly, too. None of these will 
be inexpensive to fix if they’re 
not functioning.

Complaints typically centre around difficulty parking, and ex¬ 
cessive fuel consumption on some models. 

The verdict 

An early model with the 4.8- or 6.2-litre engine, or any 2010 or 
newer model, will likely make the most confident purchase, 
provided the vehicle passes a mechanical inspection first.

Safety systems such as anti-lock 
brakes and stability control do 
a good job of protecting occu¬ 
pants from potential crashes, 
but they have one weak point: 
they don’t know how well the 
tires can perform. 

If the tread is worn, if it’s the 
wrong tire for the season, or 
if the road surface is slippeiy, 
these safety systems won’t be 
as effective. And it’s going to be 
even more of an issue in self¬ 
driving cars, which may not 
realize they have 
to brake sooner 
or slow down in 
a curve to com¬ 
pensate for re¬ 
duced tire grip. 

Pirelli is work¬ 
ing to solve the 
issue with its up¬ 
coming Cyber 
Tire, which will 
gather this vital 
information and 
warn the driver 
to be more cau¬ 
tious in a con¬

speed when you are on a wet 
road or on the snow.”

level of grip. 

The car’s computers continu¬ 
ally monitor the tire’s data, and 
send a warning to the driver 
if he or she is driving too fast 
for the conditions. In an au¬ 
tonomous car, the informa¬ 
tion from the Cyber Tire and 
the computers would go dir¬ 
ectly to the car’s systems. The 
car might slow itself down, 
apply the brakes sooner, or 
take a curve more carefully if 
required. 

This is espe¬ 
cially import¬ 
ant because 
these systems 
are limited by 
the amount of 
data they pro¬ 
cess. 

The car 
might know 
it needs to 
start braking 
when another 
vehicle slows 
down in front 
of it, but if it 
doesn’t realize its tires are 
worn or the road is wet, its 
programmed stopping distance 
may not be enough to avoid a 
collision. 

“The most important func¬ 
tion of an intelligent tire is 
related to the safety of the 
vehicle,” Audisio says. “If we 
can measure the grip, we know 
the maximum safe speed in 
which the vehicle can go.”

Belanger set up Sophie 
Schmidt’s goal in a 1-0 win over 
England in Canada’s final out¬
